Major Flower Dies 
County Command Officer 


Major Harold H. Flower, in 
command of the seven companies 
of the State Guard in Franklin 
county, of which the Northfield 
company ia one, died at the Far- 
ren Memorial hospital on Friday 
morning of last week after a pro- 
tracted illness at the age of 64 
years, He was a military expert 
and had been connected with mil- 
itary affairs for the past 37 years. 
He began his career with Co. L of 
Greenfield as a private, advancing 
to a Lieutenant and then to Cap- 
tain in the regular army during 
the first World War. Ti 1919, af- 
ter organizing the State Guard 
company in Greenfiefild and serv- 
ing as its Captain, he became Ma- 
jor and was in command of the 
Guard organizations in the county. 
He was a lawyer by profession 
and maintained an office in Green- 
field. He was born in Ashfjeld 
January 13, 1879, the son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs, Archibald Flow- 
er. He attended Sanderson acad- 
emy and Williston Seminary and 
was graduated from Harvard ir 
1901. Beside his wife, he is sur- 
vived by a daughter, a son, and a 
sister. A private military funeral 
with services was held on Sunday 
at Hodgens Funeral Parlor in 
charge of Capt. Bailey. of Co. L 
of the State Guards. Rev. John

Residents of Northfield may be assured that the absence of a 
scheduled stop in no way indicates a lack of appreciation on the part 
of the Treasury Department of the splendid record of this community 
in the sale of war bonds and of the schools in the sale of war savings 
stamps. The tremendous pressure under which this tour of the ‘‘sub” 
is conducted may be realized from the fact that it could spend only 
one day in Boston and that it was forced to divide one day between 
Fitchburg and Worcester; another day between Springfield, Hoiyoke, 
and Northampton.

Mount Hermon 
received $10.63 for 2,700 lbs. An- 
other tin can collection will be 
undertaken later and our citizeng 
are urged to accumulate them, cut 
out the ends, flatten them and to 
be sure they are clean, rinse them 
in water.

Connecticut Was High 


The Connecticut River reached 
alarming proportions during the 
past week and many were alarmed 
as the lowlands were threatened. 
There was a swift current and the 
water had a very brownish muddy 
appearance. Everyday our people 
would watch and observe the 
mighty rush of water. However 
the water did not reach the low- 
land flood stage of 29 feet and 
early Saturday morning the ob- 
server at Montague reported a 
drop to 25.2 feet with further 
drop expected. Many viewed the 
dam at Turners Falls which offer- 
ed a spectacle with the rush of 
water passing over ft and the ris- 
ing of spray in its fall. The hy- 
draulic engineer of the Western 
Massachusetts Electric Co. re- 
ported 65,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond of water passing down on 
Saturday morning. There is no 
likelihood of a flood now in the 
immediate future.
